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1. MISOFFS WILSON AND GLENNON MET SECOND SECRETARY ALBERTO 
SALADO VILLACIN OF CUBAN MISSION AT USUN AS SCHEDULED, 1 1 :00 AM, 
MARCH 4, 1975 (REF B). CUBANS HAD STUDIED NOTE ON TRAVEL (REF A) 

AND SALADO CAME WELL PREPARED WITH SPECIFIC QUESTIONS. MAJORITY 
HIS QUESTIONS COVERED BY RESUME USUN HAD PREPARED, COPY OF WHICH 
HANDED SALADO AT MEETING (SEE PARA 4). 

2. ADDITIONALLY, SALADO HAD QUESTION REGARDING PORTS OF ENTRY 
WITHIN 250-MILE RADIUS WHICH MIGHT BE USED BY MEMBERS OF CUBAN 
MISSION WHEN ARRIVING IN US FROM ABROAD. ACCORDING SALADO, 
PRESENT INSTRUCTIONS HELD BY CUBAN MISSION LIMIT PORT OF ENTRY 
TO KENNEDY AIRPORT, NEW YORK CITY. THEREFORE, WE WOULD 
APPRECIATE DEPT'S ADVICE WHETHER RELAXATION TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS 
PERMITS CUBAN MISSION USE OTHER PORTS OF ENTRY. ACCORDING 
SALADO, CUBA'S AMBASSADOR, ALARCON QUESADA, ALSO ACCREDITED 

IN PORT OF SPAIN AND ELSEWHERE, AND ARRANGING FLIGHT INTO 
KENNEDY SOMETIMES DIFFICULT. 

3. COMMENT: APPROXIMATELY HALF-HOUR MEETING WAS OPEN AND 
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BUSINESS-LIKE. SALADO, WHO HAS BEEN IN US TWO AND ONE-HALF 
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YEARS, WAS CORDIAL AND SPOKE GOOD ENGLISH. JUDGING FROM HIS 
REMARKS, CUBAN REACTION TO RELAXATION OF TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS 
IS POSITIVE. SALADO SAID HE LOOKING FORWARD TO SEEING MORE OF 
US, ADDING: "NEW YORK CITY IS NOT THE WHOLE UNITED STATES." 
SALADO INVITED TELEPHONE USUN ANY TIME SHOULD HE HAVE FURTHER

HOURS IN ADVANCE WILL BE ACCEPTED ONLY DURING NORMAL BUSINESS 
HOURS MONDAY THROUGH THURSDAY AND FROM 9:00 A.M. TO 12:00 
NOON ON FRIDAYS. 

3. NOTIFICATION MUST INCLUDE NAMES OF ALL TRAVELERS,
